Appended was 
a declaration by officers and direct- 
ors of the American Judicature So- 
clety, of which Judge Olson {fs chair- 
man, which disclosed. additionally 
that Mr. Ruggles founded the soclety 
and has financed it since its incep- 
tion fn 1912.

and fairly rapid growth. At present | 
the yards cover some thirty acres, of | 
which about two-thirds is roofed.

“land monopoly.” ‘Mr. Lyon and Mr. Wood 
were close personal friends before they joined 
the staff of The Globe,.and later they married 
sisters. In both cases, the judgment of those who 
made the appointments was signally vindicated.

The father and mother should 
acquaint themselves with the cle- 
ments of child psychology from 
some of the many small books 
on the. subject. 

It {sg very important to give the 
child playmates of its own age, 
and parents who keep thelr chil- 
dren apart from) fear of. their 
being infected ow corrupted’ can- 
not. be too;strongly condemned. 
The best metliod with such a” 
child fs not to urge him to eat, 
but merely to place food before 
him ‘and ignore. him during thu 
meal.

The City of Belleviilo has built up a surplus of neurly two 
hundred thousand dollars by the profits produced through the 
operation of tho Jocal Hydro Eloctric system at services during 
the ten ycars slnce the Central Ontario system was purchased: 
from tae Seymour Power Company by the Goverdment of Ontario. 

This startling fact was brought out and virtually admitted 
by the officials of the Hydro Electric Power Commission of On- 
tarlo at Toronto during the course of an interview by 8 dclega- 
tlon sisting of his Worship Mayor R. J. E. Grabam, repre- 
senting the City -Council, and Mr. J. O. Herlty, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. W. H. Irotand, M.P.P., was present and introduced the 
delegates to the Commission and extended other courtesies to 
them during thelr visit. 

The members of the Commission, consisting of ton. Cc. A. 
Magrath, chairman; Mr. Alfred McGuire, former mayor of Toron- 
to; Hon. Robert*Cooke, Mr. W. W. Pope, secretary-treasurer, and 
F. A. Gaby, chief engineer, were all present and gave to the 
two Belleville represontatives 2 most cordial and attentive heur- 
ing. 





Mr. Herlty, in explaining the object of the visit, said that ho 
had never yet scen q detulled statement of the accounts for the 
Hydro Electric services in the various municipalities embraced 
within the Centrat Ontario or Trent system. A statement was, 
2, ahow- 
{ng that from March 1, 1916, when the system was taken over 
by the Hydro, to October 1, 1921, @ surplus of $115,000 had 
been created at Belleville, while during the same period a-de- 
ficlt of $119,00@-was incurred by the operation of the electric 
railway at Teterborg which utility had also becn taken over 
by the Hydro. There were also serlous defici{ssat that time 
reported from the operations of gas plants at Oshawa, Pcter- 
borough, Cobourg and Napance, a-pulp and paper mill at Camp- 
bollford and the contract for clectric power entered into with 
the city of Kingston. Mr. Herlty went on to state that he had 
never seen these figures contradicted and he, therefore, assumed 
that they were correct. The Belleville surplus would be by this 
time, probably two hundred thousand dollars and the Peter- 
boro’ deficit would Ifkely amount to the same figure. Whlle 
the people of Belleville wero willing to pay their own proper 
costs and charges they had no desire to mafotalo a herd of 
white elephants for tue benefit of other municipalities. If other 
places wanted these luxuries was {t not the logical thing to ask 
them to pay for them themselves? 

He had also becn Informed thut the holders of power con- 
tracts were belng asked to cancel them and that new coptracls 
would be made. Would the new contract be for = higher or 
u lower. price? 

Mayor Graham, In a Urief address to the Commission, 
strongly emphasized that ‘the citizens of Bellevillo,frhile wishing 
their nelghbors well, were not philanthropic enou b to pay their 
neighbors’ proper debts. Delloville also bald a gue plant which 
the elty would gladly unload on the Hydro, especially if the Hydro 
would pay any doficits that might accrue, 

Mr. Gaby, who was chief spokesman for the Commission, 
explained that the Hydro had taken over the trolley line at 


Peterborough. und the other utilities mentioned, not because 


it desired to do so but because they were the property of the 
Seymour Power Company. and tho government was compelled 
to take them as o part of the bargain of sale. The gas plant 
at Napanee had been closed down, the Peterborough electric rail-. 
way had ceased fo operate und motor busses substituted. The 
ges plant at Ostiawa was also paying. 

The loan for the purchase of the Seymour Power Company 
Interests was for len years'and would be due and payablo March 
1, 1926. This foun ‘was being refunded and when thut. was 
complete the Hydro would be in a position to tell the varlous 
municlpalities upon what terms they would be. permitted to pur- 
chase and take over the administration of thelr own local sys- 
toms. At presont all the money recelved from the different mun- 
Icipal units covered by the Trent system was belng paid into 
& central fund. While cach account was kept scpurately, yet 


. the. Commission -wus compelled to balance the losses in some 


places by the profits in others, — Bellovitle's surplus was kilown 
and he felt that if the elty took over its own local system from 
the Hydro that full allowance would be made for any surplus 
that might then exist. 2 

As to power contracts Mr. Gaby stated that there were being 
cancelled and re-arranged on a new schedule all over the prov- 
ince. The new, rates would be higher where the user was op- 
erating the full twenty-four hours ona fairly even load. But 
they would be lower where the operation was more irregular 
and when there were continually changing peaks. 

Mr. McGulre pointed out that Belleyiile was saving from 
$40,000 to $50,000 # year by the reductions in lighting and 
power rates since the Hydro had assumed control. This should 
be remembered when considering -the status of Belleville in re- 
* gard to any surplus that might exist. 

The delegates, before their departure, cordially thanked the 
members of the Commission for their kindly reception and for 
the full_and satinfactory explanations that had been made.

LONDON, .Feb, 22 —- What is 
considered to be the.most beautiful 
carpet dn the world atrived in Paris 
recently for exhibition in the Louvre, 
It is known to collectors as a “hunt- 
ing carpet,” and was intendod to 
be. carried by slaves to be spread 
es a resting place for~ the Shah. 
Lions, tigers,, panthers/and stags 
alterngte with flowers of exquisic 
shades of cream and rose. 

The carpet was valued by the 
French Customs authorities ot 
$600,000 and if it remains In France 
will bo Hable to $100,000 Customs 
duty. It will be brought to London 
next month and housed fn tho pri- 
vato collection 6f Mr. Behar, its own- 
ev. 

Mr, Behar said that he had al-- 
ready refused an: American offer ot 
$1,000,000 for the carpet. It was 
formerly part of the Austrian Im- 
perial collection, and was sold to 
him with the consent of the repara- 
tions commisalon. According to 
tradition the carpet was given to 
tho Austrian” Emperor Leopold - In 
1693 by Peter the Great of Itus- 
aia. 

Such a hunting carpet as. this 
pricelesa example df eriental art 
‘}sometimes takes more than fifty 
years to tomplete, several genera- 
tlona of skilled workers sponding 
long hours on il weaving. In the 
case Of one famous oriental, rug. the 
masterpiece was not finished for- ov- 
eracentury., It eventually ‘became 
the property of a Russian grand 
duke.

Red Lake gold rush to the point of 
suspending the House rules and giv- 
ing second reading to a measure 
brought in by Hon, Charles McCrea 
to ‘protect the intereats of the pros- 
pectora who are swarming Into the 
district. The measure was the fea- 
ture of the Government's daily grist 
of legislation, and it provided for 
the setting apart of the Red Lako 
area os a separate mining division 
with a recorder's office and other fa- 
cilities for filing claims, 

In fntroducing the bill, Hon. Mr. 
McCrea pointed out that the Red 
Lake area, aithated 80 miles from 
the Manitoba boundary Ine and 100 
miles north of the ‘Transcontinental 
Raitway, was the scene of gold finds 
of gome Importance. “ Actually the 
region was in the Kenora mining 
division, which meant that claims 
should be filed at the recording of- 
fice at Kenora, To reach that town 
however, persons in tho Red Lake 
area had to travel for five or six 
days by dog team to Hudson, had 
then to travel by train to Winnipeg, 
and go from there to Kenora. The 
result to prospectors, accordingly, 
was a very great bardship. 

Make Separate Division 

In order to meet this condition, 
Hon, Mr. McCrea continued, the 
Government "pr order-in-council 
had provided for the separation of 
the Red Lake area from the Ken- 
ora division, the separation to‘ take 
effect on March Ist, The purpose 
of the legislation before the House

“A child,” says she, “has an in- 
fintte capacity for vivid imaginative 
creations which: must de fostered by 
reading in spite of more modern am- 
usements such as movies, radios and 
mechanical toys. 

“In the old days chiidren used 
thelr imaginations without any as- 
sistance. They belleved in Santa 
Claus. The fact that Santa Claus 
was supposed to live “way, way up 
north,” with bis reindeer and had 
to travel great distances by sleigh 
did not baffle them the slightest. 

“They knew he received thelr let- 
ters and needed thelr pleas. 

“Now along comes the radio, Wave 
lengths connect us with almost any 
station regardless of great stretches 
of country, and there is apt not to 
be the same vigor in the bellef of 
making Santa Claus hear unaided. 
Imaginations are not required to be 
so keen.” 1 

Thus has actually robbed Imagin- 
ation of some of Its glory. 

, She also deplores the tendency to 
denounce, Mother Goose, whom, she 
admits, is quite frankly absurd but 
wholly delightful and full of value 
to a child’s Imagination. 

Only Sophisticated Object

“While cultivating the child's body 
and his mind, don't neglect bis imag- 
ination,” she concludes. “The more 
materfal we become and the more

DENVER, Feb. 27 — From a-wo- 
inan’s hatred for dirt has dovoloped 
tho off selective flotation proccss 
which las made tho treatment of 
complex and tow grado ores a suc- 
cess, Millions of dollars havo been 
made and saved by the method, al- 
though its originator, Carrie Ever- 
son, las passed Ip practical obscur- 
ity’. 

J. J. Clark, majority owner In the 
big Kittimac mino at Silverton, Co- 
lorado, tells how Miss Everson stutns 
died onto the Idea, and other Dor 
ver mining men vouch for his story. 

“One day in 1897," Clark says, 
“Miss Everson was in her brother's 
assay office-in Denver and saw a 
plle of dirt ore sacks, which ber, 
woman's instinct for cleantines#’ im-| 
pelled her to tackle. She dousdé 
them in a pail of sudsy water and} 
|awished them around until a scum
